Free lunches will be available 
for students in the Albany Public 
Schools.

3. Children from families re 
ceiving public assistance (Old 
Age Security, Aid to the Disabled, 
Aid to the Blind, etc.), when such 
assistance is the only source of 
income, shall be eligible for free 
or reduced price school meals. 

4, Children from other families 
with a monthly gross income 
from all sources at or below the 
following levels shall be eligible 
for free or reduced price school 
meals:

His age, marital status and full- 
time employment are unusual be- 
cause Leslie Pence has Cystic Fi- 
brosis, a chronic, non-contagious 
disease of the exocrine glands, 
which ranks second only to can- 
cer as the disease causing the 
greatest number of deaths in 
children, 

In 1945, when he was six 
months old, he became the first 
person to be diagnosed as having 
Cystic Fibrosis at Children’s Hos- 
pital Medical Center in Oakland, 
where today he is one of the old- 
est patients and returns for peri- 
odic checkups, 

He credits most of his happi- 
ness to his wife, the former Lin- 
da Wilson of San Leandro, to 
whom he was married March 10, 
1966, and to the confidence and 
understanding of his boss, Ed- 
ward Coffey. 

“T know I’m in better physical 
condition today than when I was 
a child,” he says. In addition to 
the various medications and vita- 
mins he must take daily, Leslie 
has been weight-lifting and hav- 
ing regular massages to reduce 
his tensions. 

“I’ve made fantastic improve- 
ment in loosening mucus, gaining 


Vet Job Plan 


A program to contact em- 
ployers throughout Northern 
California urging them to hire 
& give one-the-job training to vet- 
erans, Was announced recently in 
San Francisco by a state spokes- 
man. 

Bob Souza, Northern California 
Veterans Employment Represen- 
tative for the Department of Hu- 
man Resources Development 
(HRD), said the new program 
is a cooperative step by HRD and 
the U.S. Veterans Administration. 

“While unemployment among 
young veterans seems to be eas- 
ing somewhat,” Souza noted, “the 
problem for this group is’ still 


greater. than. that for comparable |° 


civilian groups, and we feel this 
new outreach project will have 
favorable impact.” 

Under the just-launched pro- 
gram, 10 VA training specialists 
have been put into the field, and, 
according to Souza, they will 
first comb HRD records of vet- 
eran applications at local offices, 
then contact prospective employ- 
ers in those areas, stressing on- 
the-job training contracts, and 
urging preferential hiring of vet- 
erans, as well. 

Training contracts will be paid 
for directly through the GI Bill, 
and administered by the VA. 

“The emphasis now is on Viet- 
name-era veterans,” Souza said. 
“We have about 2,750,000 veter- 
ans in California working or look- 
ing for work—and nearly 453,000 
of them are young veterans, Of 
course, we ‘have a committment 
to all veterans. But the urgent 


need is to help those under 30, 
including a high percentage who 
are either from minority groups, 
or who are unskilled or unedu- 
cated, or all three.”

“I’m thankful for the medica- 
tions and I honestly believe CF 
can be controlled. Perhaps they 
can use me and others to help 
find a cure. 

“Hopefully, we will see the day 
when all CF patients can breathe 
a normal life as well as live a 
normal life.”’

Bicycle Safety 


Youngsters who own bikes— 
especially those who ride them 
back and forth to school—should 
be provided with a ‘‘safety code” 
by their parents, advises the 
American Automobile Associa- 
tion. 

The AAA says that as the num- 
ber of cars on the road increases, 
the number of bicycle mishaps 
also soars, For example, in 1963 
there were 573 deaths as the re- 
sult of auto-bieycle accidents, 
while in 1969 the total increased 
to 820. 

A recent study by the Nation- 
al Safety Council found that the 
vehicle accident 
rate is about 50 percent higher 
among youngsters from 10 to 14 
years of age than those below 
the age of 10. 
That's why the safety code is 

important, says the AAA, 
which recommends the following 
points be included in it: 

A bicycle driver should always: 

Think of himself as a driver, 
and responsible for his own safe- 
ty and the safety of others on 


_| the road. 


Signal for turns and slowing 
and stopping with the same hand 
‘signals as a motorist would use. 

Learn and obey all traffic sig- 
nals, as well as the direction of 


| officers guiding traffic. 


Always ride one to a bicycle, 
and in the same direction as the 
flow of traffic. 

Always keep both hands on the 
handlebars, unless signaling. 

Never drive at dusk or after 
dark unless the bike is equipped 
with a strong headlight and a red 
tail light reflector, and a horn or 
bell. 

Always wear 
clothing after dark. 

Keep the bike in top operating 
condition. 

Parents should also be familiar 
with local laws affecting cyclists. 
Some require the licensing of bi- 
cycles, some forbid their use on 
sidewalks—and some give par- 
ents the responsibility for equip- 
ping their child's bike with prop- 
er lights and warning devices.
